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INTRODUCTION 


The issue of the modern translations is controversial, even in 
fundamental circles. The issue is not one of inspiration, of course. 
We believe in the inspiration of the Scriptures. 

THE BIBLE SAYS: 

"AH scripture is given by inspiration of 
God, and is profitable for doctrine, for 
reproof, for correction, for instruction in 
righteousness.” II Timothy 3:16 

The issue is one of preservation. Did God Preserve His Word 
perfect for us today, or was it only perfect “in the original 
autographs”? If God has not preserved His Word perfect, but has 
allowed some errors, then, since we don’t have the “original 
autographs,” we must assume that we have been teaching and 
preaching out of a book that is not completely reliable. 

If we believe that the Bible is still perfect, then we must still answer 
the question, “ Which Bible is the one that God has preserved for 
us?” Since the modern translations are different from the King 
James Bible, not just in wording but in doctrine, and since two 
conflicting books cannot both be perfect, we must make a choice. 

We believe that the Bible (KJV) is the Word of God, and we also 
believe that God has preserved it perfect for us today. It was not 
just perfect in the original autographs. 

Psalm 12:6-7 says: 

"The words of the Lord are pure words... 

Thou shall keep them, O LORD, thou 
shall preserve them from this generation 
for ever. ” 
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This booklet was written so that born-again, Bible-believing 

Christians everywhere, may be able to answer these two questions: 

1) Do we have the absolutely perfect Word of God today? (The 
question is NOT, “was it perfect when it was written?” BUT 
“Is it still perfect?” 

2) If we have the inerrant Word of God, which Bible is it? 

Our prayer is that Christians will be able to . . . 

“. . . be ready always to give an answer to 
every man that asketh you a reason of the 
hope that is in you with meekness and 
fear. ”

Logic tells us that 2 opposite statements cannot both be true. 
Therefore, two contradicting “Bibles” cannot both be the perfect 
Word of God. If one is true, then the other is false.

The Bible declares, “ God was manifest in the flesh” 


The NAS CHANGES it to . . . “He who was revealed in the flesh, 
Was vindicated in the Spirit ...” 

1) By changing “God” to “He”, they take out the fact that Jesus 

is God. 

2) Adds the words “who” and “was” changing the sentence 

structure and meaning. 
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I Timothy 3:16 “It is quite true that the way to live a godly life 

(Living Bible) is not an easy matter. But the answer lies in 

Christ, who came to earth as a man, was proved 
spotless and pure in his Spirit, was served by 
angels, was preached among the nations, was 
accepted by men everywhere and was received 
up again to his glory in heaven. ” 

Notice these changes: (all in one verse) 

1) It leaves out that Jesus is God. 

2) “It is quite true” is the opposite of “without controversy” 

3) A “mystery” has nothing to do with not Deing an “easy 

matter”. 

4) The Bible says . . . “preached unto the Gentiles” NOT 

“accepted by men everywhere” 


Jesus was NOT “accepted by men everywhere” . . . 

Isaiah 53:3 says . . . “He is despised and rejected of men; 
a man of sorrows, and acquainted with grief . . 

5) Completely leaves out “seen of angels” 

6) Adds “in heaven” and “again”. 


Ladies and gentlemen ... if you are willing to accept this as the 
“Word of God” just because it has the word “Bible” on it . . . you 
had just as well be willing to drink bleach out of a cough syrup 
bottle just because it says “cough syrup” on it!

Peter wouldn’t accept worship ... but Jesus accepted worship 
because He is God!

"While he spake these things 
unto them, behold, there came 
a certain ruler, and wor¬ 
shipped him, saying, My 
daughter is even now dead: 
but come and lay thy hand 
upon her, and she shall live. ” 


Matthew 20:20 (King James) 

“Then came to him the 
mother of Zebedee’s children 
with her sons, worshipping 
him, and desiring a certain 
thing of him. ”

“But when he saw Jesus afar

3) By saying that Christ had the same origin as man, they are 
saying that Christ is a created being. 


THIS VERSE DOESN’T JUST ATTACK THE DEITY OF 
CHRIST, IT TEACHES FALSE DOCTRINE ...

Then the RSV does it again in Micah 5:21 


Micah 5:2 “But thou, Bethlehem Ephratah, though thou 

(King James) be little among the thousands of Judah, yet out 

of thee shall he come forth unto me that is to be 
ruler in Israel; whose goings forth have been 
from of old, from everlasting. ” 


Micah 5:2 "But you, O Bethlehem, Ephrathah, who are 

(Revised little to be among the clans of Judah, from you 

Standard) shall come forth for me one who is to be ruler in 

Israel, whose origin is from of old, from 
ancient days . ” 


1) Christ has no “origin”! 

2) By saying that Christ was from “ancient days ” instead of 

“from everlasting” they are saying that Christ had a begin¬ 
ning! 


THAT’S BLASPHEMY!!! 


I John 2:23 says . . . “Whosoever denieth the Son, the same hath 
not the Father. ” 

Mixing the bad with the good!!!!! 

In some places they acknowledge the deity of Christ and in other 
places they deny it.

John 3:36 “He that believeth on the Son hath everlasting 

(King James) life: and he that believeth not the Son shall not 

see life; but the wrath of God abideth on him. ” 

John 3:36 “He who believes in the Son has eternal life; 

(New American but he who does not obey the Son shall not see 
Standard) life, but the wrath of God abides on him. ” 

Here the verse is changed from God’s declaration that is by 
believing ... to salvation is by obedience. 

Salvation is not obtained by obeying - that’s works - Salvation is 
obtained by believing! 
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Genesis 12:3 


God promised to Abraham ... “And I will 
bless them that bless thee, and curse him that 
curse th thee: and in thee shall all families of the 
earth be blessed . ” 

Jesus fulfilled this promise . . . 

Acts 3:25-26 “Ye are the children of the prophets and of the 
covenant which God made with our fathers, saying unto Abraham, 
And in thy seed shall all the kindreds of the earth be blessed. Unto 
you first God, having raised up his Son Jesus, sent him to bless 
you, in turning away every one of you from his iniquities .

ACCURATE COPIES 

These manuscripts represent the manuscripts from which the 
"Textus Receptus” or Received Text, was taken. They are the 
majority of Greek manuscripts which agree with each other and 
have been accepted by Bible-believing Christians down through the 
centuries. It is from these manuscripts that the King James Bible 
was translated in 1611. 


CORRUPTED COPIES 

These manuscripts represent the corrupted copies of the Bible, also 
known as the Alexandrian manuscripts. These manuscripts, many 
times, do not even agree with each other. The Vaticanus and 
Siniaticus manuscripts are part of this group. These are the 
manuscripts on which Westcott and Hort and the modern versions 
rely so heavily. 
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There are 5,309 surviving Greek manuscripts that contain all or 
part of the New Testament. 

These manuscripts agree together 95% of the time. The other 5% 
accounts for the differences between the King James and the 
modern versions. 



Text us Receptus (King 
James) does nor include the 
Vaticanus & Siniaticus. 


Manuscripts from which 
the modern versions are 
translated. (Includes the 
Textus Receptus plus the 
Vaticanus and Siniaticus.) 



The modern versions had to use the Textus Receptus, since it 
contains the majority of surviving Greek manuscripts. The problem 
is that when the Textus Receptus disagreed with the Vaticanus or 
the Siniaticus, they preferred these corrupted manuscripts over the 
Textus Receptus. That accounts for the 5% corruption in the 
modern versions. Even these two manuscripts agree with the Textus 
Receptus much of the time. When they do not agree, it’s because 
Marcion (120-160 AD) or Origin (184-254 AD) or whoever, 
CORRUPTED them. 
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NOW ... the fact has been established that the modern versions 
are DIFFERENT than the King James Bible 
BUT . . . 

we still need to answer the question of . . . 


WHY ... are they different? 


There are at least 5,309 surviving Greek manuscripts which contain 
all or part of the New Testament. PLUS . . . there are translations 
into different languages which date back to within 100 years of the 
disciples. For example the Peshitta is a Syrian translation from the 
2nd century. 

These manuscripts AGREE with each other about 95% of the time. 
The problem is . . . 

"How does one determine what is right in the 5% of the places 
where the manuscripts do not agree?"

Argument I 

(Modern versions) "The Bible is just like any other book. It is not 
liable to Satanic attack. In order to find out what the original copy 
probably said, you just find the oldest copies available and use 
them. We don’t have the exact word of God now anyway, so a few 
disagreements will not matter." 

Argument II 

(King James) "The Bible is not ‘just like any other book’. Satan 
hates it because it is the Word of God. Satan has been trying to 
destroy it ever since the Garden of Eden. However . . . God has 
preserved His Word for us. He preserved the Old Testament 
through the Levites as priests and He ha9 preserved the New 
Testament through the body of believers through the witness of 
the Holy Spirit." 

The vast majority of Greek manuscripts agree together. They have 
been passed down through the centuries by true Bible-believing 
Christians. In 1516 Erasmus compiled, edited, and printed the 
Greek "Textus Receptus" (received text). This is the text that the 



Protestants of the reformation knew to be the Word of God 
(inerrant and infallible). The King James Bible was translated from 
the “Textus Receptus”.

Argument I 

(Modern versions) The oldest surviving manuscripts must be the 
most reliable. Therefore . . . when determining what manuscripts to 
depend on, the Vaticanus (350 AD) and the Siniaticus (about 350 
AD) should be accepted as correct (even if 998 other manuscripts 
disagree with them). 

Argument II 

(King James) “The oldest manuscripts (the Vaticanus and 
Siniaticus) are NOT reliable at all! 

For one thing . . . the Vaticanus and Siniaticus disagree with each 
other over 3,000 times in the gospels alone! 



It was written on fine vellum (tanned animal skins) and remains in 
excellent condition. It was found in the Vatican Library in 1481 
AD. In spite of being in excellent condition, it omits Genesis 1:1- 
Gen. 46:28, Psalms 106-138, Matt. 16:2-3, the Pauline Pastoral 
Epistles, Hebrews 9:14-13:25, and all of Revelation. These parts 
were probably left out on purpose. 

Besides all that — in the gospels alone it leaves out 237 words, 452 
clauses and 748 whole sentences, which hundreds of later copies 
agree together as having the same words in the same places, the 
same clauses in the same places and the same sentences in the same 
places. 


The Vaticanus was available to the translators of the King James 
Bible, but they didn't use it because they knew it is unreliable. The 
Vaticanus also contains the Apocrypha. 



The Siniaticus is a manuscript that was found in 1844 in a trash pile 
in St.Catherine's Monestary near Mt. Sinai, by a man named Mr. 
Tischendorf. It contains nearly all of the New Testament plus it 
adds the “Shepherd of Hermes” and the “Epistle of Barnabas” to 
the New Testament. 

The Siniaticus is extremely unreliable, proven by examining the 
manuscript itself. John Burgon spent years examining every 
available manuscript of the New Testament. He writes about the 
Siniaticus . . . 

“On many occasions 10, 20, 30, 40 words are dropped through very 
carelessness. Letters, words or even whole sentences are frequently 
written twice over, or begun and immediately canceled; while that 
gross blunder, whereby a clause is omitted because it happens to 
end in the same words as the clause proceeding, occurs no less than 
115 times in the New Testament.” 



On nearly every page of the manuscript there are corrections and 
revisions, done by 10 different people. Some of these corrections 
were made about the same time that it was copied, but most of 
them were made in the 6th or 7th century. 

Phillip Mauro was a brilliant lawyer who was admitted to the bar of 
the Supreme Court in April 1892. He wrote a book called “Which 
Version” in the early 1900’s. He writes concerning the Siniaticus... 

“From these facts, therefore, we deduce: first that the impurity of 
the Codex Sinaiticus, in every part of it, was fully recognized by 
those who were best acquainted with it, and that from the very 
beginning until the time when it was finally cast aside as worthless 
for any practical purpose.” 
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THE VATICANUS AND SINIATICUS 
MANUSCRIPTS ARE THE OLDEST, 

BUT... 


THEY ARE NOT 
THE BEST MANUSCRIPTS!!!!I"! 


That’s where the modern translators went wrong!!! They foolishly

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One of the most famous of the early “Bible corrupters” was a man 
named Origen. He lived from 184-254 AD, in Alexandria Egypt. 
He had a school there. Origen did not believe that the Bible was the 
infallible Word of God and he felt free to change it if he didn’t like 
what it said. He wrote commentaries on most of the books of the 
Bible. It was through his influence that the Vaticanus and 
Siniaticus manuscripts were probably corrupted. 


Origen was NOT a Christian! 


The New Standard Encyclopedia, vol. 9 pg. 0-155 

“One of the most notable of Origen’s ideas was his Logos Doctrine. 
This idea had been expressed in John 1:1-5 and in other Christian 
writings but Origen gave it the fullest treatment. In Greek 
philosophy Logos was the name of the divine principle of creation 
and rational world order. Origen applied this principle to Christ’s 
person and work. Subordinating the Son to the Father, he treated 
Christ as the Logos (created by God) who brings reason to the 
world. In this treatment he neglected the figure of Jesus Christ as a 
man who lived and taught on earth. This doctrine provided the 
foundation for the fourth century Arian Doctrine.” 





Origen believed like the Jehovah’s Witnesses do today - that Jesus 
is not God, but is a created being. 

Origer. did not even believe that Jesus lived physically on earth! 
There were many contradictions in Origen’s writings. This explains 
the contradiction in the corrupted manuscripts. Sometimes he 
would say he accepted the deity of Christ and then he would turn 
around and deny it. 

By the way — Origen did not get his heretical ideas from John 
1:1-5. He “corrupted” John 1:1 to say, “the word was a god,” like 
the Jehovah’s Witnesses do today. 

You can thank Origen for the corruption of tne Vaticanus and 
Siniaticus, and you can thank the Vaticanus and Siniaticus for the 
corruption of the modern versions.

4) He may not want to make waves and thinks 
that it is not an important enough issue to 
bring up.

It’s like the law of gravity - You can’t see it, but you see the results 
- so you believe it. 

“The words of the LORD are pure words: as silver tried in a 
furnace of earth, purified seven times. Thou shalt keep them, O 
LORD, thou shalt preserve them from this generation for ever. 

Psalm 12:6-7 
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A Case for the Absolute Reliability of the Bible. 


Can I as a Christian, stand up 
and hold a Bible in my hand 
and say . . . 

"This book is the Word of God. It is true! I can trust it. It’s 
perfect, there are no mistakes in it. Thank God for His Word!” 

or do I have to say . . . 

"This book was perfect when it was written, but that was over 1800 
years ago and alas! the original copies are long lost. So . . . even 
though there are errors, 1 hope that I can trust it and I hope maybe 
I’ll get to heaven some day.” 

There are three views concerning the reliability of the Bible. 

I. The Bible is completely reliable. 

II. The Bible is somewhat reliable. 

III. The Bible is about as reliable as a book of fairy tales. 

Let’s examine these views . . . 

View I. (The Bible is completely reliable) 

A. The Bible is the Word of God. 

"For this cause also thank we God without ceasing, because, 
when ye received the word of God which ye heard of us, ye 
received it not as the word of men, but as it is in truth, the 
word of God. ” I Thess. 2:13 

B. The Word of God is perfect - without error. 

“Every word of God is pure ...” Proverbs 30:5 

“Sanctify them through thy truth : thy word is truth." 
John 17:17 

C. God has miraculously preserved His Word for us, so that we 
have it today, without error. 

“But the word of the Lord endureth forever ...” I Peter 1:25 
For verily / say unto you. Till heaven and earth pass, one jot or 
one tittle shall in no wise pass from the law, till all be ful¬ 
filled. ” Matt. 5:18 
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View II. (The Bible is somewhat reliable) 


A. The Bible was the Word of God, when it was originally written. 
The “Foreword” in the New American Standard Bible says: 


“The New American Standard Bible has been produced 
with the conviction that the words of scripture as 
originally penned in the Hebrew and Greek were inspired 
by God.”__ 

I'm sorry, we do not have any Bible 
verses to support this view. 


B. On page ix, the Revised Standard version says . . . 

“Cn indicates a correction made where the text has suffered 
in transmission and the versions provide no satisfactory 
restoration but the Committee agrees with the judgement of 
competent scholars as to the most probable reconstruction of 
the original text.” 

The Preface says . . . 


“Yet the King James Version has grave defects.” 
and 

“The King James Version of the New Testament was based 
upon a Greek text that was marred by mistakes.” 


I’m sorry, there are no Bible verses 
to support this view. 


View III. The Bible is about as reliable as a book of fairy tales. 

A. Professor C.H. Dodd was the director of translation for the 
New English Bible. He wrote a book called, “The Authority 
of the Bible.” He said . . . 

“God so loved the world that He gave His only begotten Son - 
the expression is evidently Anthropomorphic. It is a mytholo¬ 
gical way of saying that in Christ God gives of His own Being 
the utmost that it is possible for humanity to receive of God.” 
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B. Bishop Brooke Westcott and Dr. Fenton Hort were the leaders 
of the revision committee of 1881 which came up with the 
Revised Standard Version of the Bible. Most modern versions 
are taken from the Revised Greek text which they wrote. They 
did not believe that the Bible was reliable. 

These are quotes from their autobiographies . . . 

Mr. Hort - “Evangelicals seem to me perverted rather than untrue. 
There are, I fear, still more serious differences between us on 
the subject of authority, and especially the authority of the 
Bible.” 

Mr. Westcott in a letter to the Archbishop of Canterbury 
March 4, 1890 

“No one now, I suppose, holds that the first three chapters 
of Genesis, for example, give a literal history.” 

(Galatians 1:8-9 says. . . “But though we, or an angel from heaven 
preach any other gospel unto you than that which we have preached 
unto you, let him be accursed. As we said before, so say 1 now 
again, If any man preach any other gospel unto you than that ye 
have received, let him be accursed. ”)
